CRUDE OIL PRODUCTION’S BEAR- 
ING ON MOTOR FUEL ADVANCES. 


Statistics of the country’s approxi- 
mate petroleum production for 1915, 
published with the more material de- 
tails of the year’s field operations in 
last week's issue of the Reporter, are 
significant in establishing a high rec- 
ord in the face of the continued de- 
pression which characterized the gen- 
eral industry over the first seven 
months of the year. The preliminary 
estimates place the marketed output 
for 1915 at 267,400,000 barrels, with the 
storage stocks given as about 24,000,000 








barrels, making the aggregate 291,- 
400,000 barrels, comparing with 290,- 
312,535 barrels for 1914, of which 


24,550,000 barrels represented the cil in 
storage.

Until the general turn in the crude 
markets in August, followed by a se- 
ries of steady advances over the bal- 
ance of the year, there had been little 
to justify any claim for increased 
production outside of Oklahoma, where 
the yield during the earlier months 
was apparently incapable of regulation 
based on economic conditions. The 
Cushing field of Oklahoma had given 
the most direct occasion for the un- 
settlement of the industry during 1914 
and well into 1915. Another important 
factor was the heavy curtailment in 
exports of illuminating oil, comprising 


under normal conditions fully 50 per 
cent. of the foreign trade, while the 
readjustment in pipe line operations 


was regarded as of further retarding 


significance upon production. 
Oklahoma scored the heaviest in- 
crease in the 1915* output, the mar- 


keted aggregate being approximately 
80,000,000 barrels, as against 73,631,724 
barrels in 1914. The exceptional record 
of the Cushing field during the first 
six months, attaining its maximum at 
300,000 barrels a day, takes almost full 
credit for this gain. Texas and Louis- 
iana contributed materially to the 
general increase in last year’s output, 
the former by nearly 6,000,000 barrels 


and the latter by more than 4,000,000 
barrels. Humble was the factor for 
the larger Texas yield, while the 


Crichton field accounts principally for 
the Louisiana growth. Of the other 
more important States Pennsylvania 
shows the only increase in the 1915 
production, from 8,170,335 to about 
8,700,000 barrels, which accounted 
for by the development of prolific 
wells in Butler and Allegheny coun- 
ties in territory which was believed to 
have thoroughly defined in the 
exploitation of forty years ago. 

The most impressive setback in last 
year’s production in California, 
an estimated total of 89,000,000 barrels, 
as compared with 97,775,327 barrels in 
1914. The excessive output in 1914 dis- 
couraged field activity the greater part 
of last year, which was marked by an 
absence of important results. Illinois 
registered a loss of about 3,500,000 
barrels, due to the normal decline of 
the qld producing territory and the 
failure to develop any of bal- 
ancing account, The same explana- 
tion "may be given for the less favor-

Ohio, New York and Kentucky. The 
year was especially disappointing in 


West Virginia, which, on the theory 
that it contained more undefined area 
than any other section of the high 
grade fields, was subjected to various 
tests to determine the possibilities of 
new pools of consequence, but without 
promise of encouraging results. 

In commenting upon the last year’s 
petroleum production record, the gov- 
ernment officials take the occasion to 
refer to the increased yield as incon- 
sistent with “the exceptionally high 
prices now prevailing for motor fuel” 
and with the proposal of Federal in- 
quiry into the gasoline price situation 
on the presumption of restraint of 
trade operations, the daily press has 
seized upon the suggestion of crude 
oil’s 1915 production as the dominating 
factor to support the theory of gaso- 
line market manipulation, 

An analysis of last year’s crude rec- 
ord will afford little basis upon which 
the course of motor fuel prices may 
be specifically predicated, except from 
one viewpoint, which we shall attempt 
to present in its actual relationship. 
We refer to the influence of the Cush- 
ing production. During the heyday of 
this pool, yielding a grade of oil un- 
usually rich in the more _ volatile 
derivatives, the mid-western gasoline 
markets were subjected to the most 
drastic competition ever experienced. 
With the daily output in the neighbor- 
hood of 300,000 barrels last March, 
gasoline was available at 5% cents. 
By the close of the year when Cushing 
was producing about 100,000 barrels a 
day, large sales were made at 16% 
cents. So Cushing as a dominating 
factor for low-priced gasoline has been 
eliminated, and it is significant that 
many small mid-Western refiners who 
failed to cover forward requirements 
of crude oil have been keen buyers 
within the lagt few weeks at a premium 
ranging to 50 cents for Cushing over 
the regular mid-continent quotation. 

The heavier production records of 
Texas and Louisiana offer no con- 
vincing arguments on the _ gasoline 
price question, since these crude oils 
represent the lowest proportionate 
yield of the lighter distillates in the 
country and in the fields of the Ap- 
palachian grouping, furnishing the 
highest percentage of gasoline and 
naphthas by natural processes, we find 
the crude production for the year re- 
duced by about 1,200,000 barrels. While 
the extension of the methods for a 
more thorough “cracking” of the crude 
structure for the lighter products dur- 
ing the past year has overcome some 
of the finer distinctions between crude 
oils, the newer methods have not 
reached a stage to disturb the nat- 
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ural economic relations, and the ques- 
tion of gravity of the various grades 
of crude must still be considered 
of fundamental bearing upon the pro- 
duction of gasoline, naphthas and al- 
lied derivatives. 

The domestic consumption of motor 
fuel within the last year is credited 
with an increase of at least 25 per 
cent., on which the advance in prices 
chiefly justified by refiners, since 
they claim the gain in consumption is 
well in excess of the growth in pro- 
duction, even with the aid of new dis- 
tillation processes. The export trade 
also cited as a bullish factor and 
on this point the latest official rec- 
ords are of interest. While an actual 
decline is noted in gasoline for the ten 
months of last year, 98,471,466 gallons 
($11,145,307), against 140,275,273 gallons 
$17,386,543) for the same period of 1914, 
the exceptional fields for motor fuel 
consumption created by the war have 
enlarged the foreign consumption of 
the other lighter distillates by 133,539,- 
928 gallons ($15,515,571), against 39,349,- 
222 gallons ($4,579,151), making the

232,011,394 gallons ($26,660,878) and 179,- 
624,495 gallons ($21,965,694) for the ten 
months of 1915 and 1914, respectively. 

Whatever inquiry may be under- 
taken as to the conditions resulting in 
an appreciation of approximately 70 
per cent. in gasoline during the past 
year, whether under Federal, State or 
municipal authority, the fundamental 
economic forces should be given most 
careful consideration, and until there is 
opportunity for their determination, it 
is well to suspend judgment based on 
such a superficial condition as a slight 
increase in the general petroleum pro- 
duction of last year. 





SIGNIFICANT CHANGES IN OUR 
FOREIGN TRADE RELATIONS. 


The Reporter’s trades did not share 
so creditably in the records of October 
imports and exports, the advance of- 
ficial details of which have just been 
received. The greatest setback during 
October, on the comparison with Sep- 
tember returns, has been in the out- 
going trade, although the October to- 
tal marks a heavy gain over that for 
the same month a year ago. Ten 
months’ aggregates for the last two 
years show an expansion of more than 
twenty-eight per cent. covering our 
trades during the later period. Sum- 
marizing the import statistics in our 
field we find the October record dis- 
paraged by both the September and 
former October. returns and the ten 
months, 1915, total represents a loss of 
about eight per cent. Comparisons of 
imports and exports in the Reporter’s

Treating the details of October ex- 
ports, we find the gains over those for 
September limited to neutral lard, 
naval stores, paraffin wax, perfumes, 
cosmetics and _ toilet preparations, 
quicksilver and soap, but surpassing 
the records of October, 1914, in addi- 
tion to the above are the chemicals, 
fertilizers, glass and glassware, glu- 
oleo oil, oleomargarine, tallow, 
regular lard, animal and vegetable oils, 
paints, flaxseed, alcohol, sponges and 
starch. Lubricating and soap stock, 
lard compounds, mineral oils and cot- 
tonseed failed during October to meet 
the September and former October ex- 
ports. On the comparison of the ten 
months’ statistics gains are noted in 
twenty-one classifications, as against 
six declines, the latter comprising fer- 


cose, 
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tilizers, naval stores, mineral oils, cot- 
tonseed, flaxseed and sponges. 

Our foreign petroleum trade for the 
ten months of last year, the most im- 
portant grouping in our field, amount- 
ed to $117,748,314, as against $120,638,004, 
previously, which is accounted chiefly 
by the restriction upon the outlet for 
illuminating oil. It will undoubtedly 
be an occasion for much surprise to 
note that shipments of gasoline were 
reduced by 41,803,807 gallons ($6,241,236), 
but counteracting substantially this de- 
cline we find shipments of the other 
naphtha products, all available for 
motor fuel, were increased by 94,190,706 
gallons ($10,936,420). The war has been 
a factor for a heavy expansion in ex- 
ports of lubricating oil, but the re- 
siduum products show a material loss. 
Details of export of gasoline and illu- 
minating and lubricating oils by coun- 
tries for ten months of the last two 
years are published in our market re- 
ports on another page of this issue. 

The most significant comparison of 
exports in our field is in the items of 
the chemical classification, represent- 
ing, on the ten months’ returns, an in- 
crease from $22,892,032 to $61,793,073. 
Contributing chiefly to the general in- 
crement have been «sulphuric and the 
unspecified acids, extracts of tanning 
barks, dyestuffs, soda salts and prep- 
arations, and proprietary medicines. 
The heaviest losses have been in ace- 
tate of lime and crude sulphur. 

Another notable expansion in our for- 
eign trade has been in oil cake and 
meal, the ten months, 1915, total being 
$25,494,740, comparing with $14,369,437 
a year ago. The cottonseed products 
take first credit for the gain, $15,771,754, 
against $7,820,820, while linseed cake 
and meal have broadened their outlet 
from $5,491,144 to $9,034,465. Principal

Quicksilver and the mercurial prep- 
arations have been in sharp upward 
tendency as a result of the restriction 
upon foreign shipments and the diffi- 
culty of effecting deliveries of the do- 
mestic metal here. We have relied for 
a good part of our requirements upon 


Spain, Austria and Italy, but the war- 


ring nations have established em- 
bargoes to conserve home supplies for 
important war needs and Spain has 


been an equally blocked source of sup- 
ply. Our production has come chiefly 
from California, with Nevada and 
Texas contributing on a smaller scale. 
Mining and smelting operations have 
been retarded in California by the 
rainy season and the freight conges- 


tion from the West has interfered ma- 
terially with the stocks available for 
shipment. The record of exports of 
quicksilver for the ten months ending 
October, 1915, is significant of the de- 
velopment of our foreign trade, show- 
ing a total of 217,039 pounds ($186,943), 
as against 28,230 pounds ($17,802) for the 
corresponding period of the former 
year. Supplementing this record has 
been the exceptional outlet of domes- 
tie manufactures of explosives in the 
form of mercurial fulminates as well 
as the preparations used largely in the 
field of disinfectants. Local prices for 
quicksilver have been established on a 


basis of $175@200 per flask of 76% 
pounds, with holders of the limited 
stocks conserving their sales to the 
greatest extent. A normal range is 


$40@50. During the past week the drug 
mercurial preparations have been ad- 
vanced 20 cents for the hard, with the 


exception of calomel, which was 
marked up 27 cents, and 12 cents for 
the soft varieties, following increases 
of 10 cents in the soft and 6 cents in 
the hard last month. The following

Sulphuric Acid Shipper Makes Coun- 
terclaim in the Suit for the Loss 
of Steamer DeSola. 


Answer was filed last week in the suit 
brought in the United States District 
Court at New York by the Reid-Donald 
Steamship Company, a Canadian cor- 
poration, against C. ‘Tennant Sons & 
Company, of this city, for $350,000, rep- 
resenting principally the value of the 
steamship De Sola, which was alleged 
to have been wrecked in the harbor of 
St. Johns, Newfoundland, last February 
by the leakage of sulphuric acid, for the 
shipment of which from New York to 
Ardrossan, Scotland, or London, Eng- 
land, the defendants had chartered the 
steamship from the plaintiff. The ma- 


terial points of the complaint were pub- 


lished in the Reporter of November 1. 
The alleged inadequacy of the steel 
drums in which the acid was shipped 
was the principal charge of breach of 


the charter agreement. 

The defendant's pleading covers a gen- 
eral denial of the allegations charging it 
with liability or responsibility for any 
part of the loss of the De Sola, or 
with any default in the agreement of 
shipment, and it sets up as a distinct 
issue a counterclaim covering the loss 
of the acid as represented in the follow- 
ing allegation:— 


_That heretofore and during the months of 
November, 1914, and January, 1915, at the 
port of New York, the defendant delivered to 





the plaintif€ 7,324 drums of sulphuric acid of 
the value of $89,415.75, to be transported by 
plaintiff on board the steamship De Sola and 
delivered at Ardrossan, Scotland, in consid- 
eration of the freight charges amounting to 
$24,507.85, then paid by defendant to plain 
tiff, and which merchandise plaintiff then and 





there received upon the agreement and for 
the purpose aforesaid. ‘That plaintiff did not 
safely carry or deliver such merchandise pur- 


suant to said agreement, but on the contrary, 
has failed and neglected and still fails and 
neglects to deliver the same or any part there- 






of. That as a result of the aforesaid matters, 
the defendant has suffered damages in the

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Iron Drums. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers overruled the protests of A. 
Kuipstein & Co. in regard to the classifi- 


caution of iron drums used as containers 
for permanganate of potash and gsul- 
phide of sodium. Duty was levied upon 


the drums at the rate of 2 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 167, of the tar- 
ify act of 1913, as manufactures of metal 
not specially provided for. The claim 
was that the drums were either entitled 
to free entry as the usual and necessary 
containers of said merchandise, or to be 
dutiable at the rate applicable to their 
contents under paragraph R, section III 
of the law of 1913. 

The evidence in the case consists of 
tie testimony of a single witness who 
is connected with the importing firm. It 
appears therefrom, according to the de- 
cision of the board, that the drums in 
question are about three feet high 
eighteen inches in diameter, and have 
an opening at the top about eight inches 
in diameter, the cover of which may be 
unscrewed and the contents removed 
without in any way mutilating or de- 
stroying the drums. The drums are val- 
ued at S4 cents to $1, and there is no 
proot to controvert the correctness of 
the collector's classification of them as 
drums which ure intended to be repeat- 
edly used as containers of like merchan- 
dise The protests were overruled in all

Tea Sweepings and Lime. 


The Monsanto Chemical Works and G. 
W. Sheldon & Co. were upheld in their 
contention that lime contained in an im- 
portation of tea sweepings should have 
been assessed separately. On the in- 
voice the merchandise was described as 
“denatured material asafetida and lime.” 
This importation was assessed under 
paragraph 13 at the rate of 1 cent a 
pound on the total weight of the com- 
modity. The claim of the importers is 
that as it is a mixture, the weight of the 
lime should be deducted from the total 
weight in assessing duty. According to 
the testimony the commodity is undoubt- 
edly a mixture as imported. The pro- 
tests were sustained and the finding of 
the collector so modified as to assess 
duty upon the sweepings less the amount 
of lime shown, and upon the lime as pro- 
vided for in the statute. 





Lavender Flowers 


The board sustained the claim 
entry on lavender flowers imported by 
Lanman & Kemp. The merchandise 
was invoiced as “lavender flowers,’’ and 
is stated by the appraiser to consist of 
crude, dried lavender flowers, but as- 
sessed at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 49, act of 1913, 
on the theory that it is fit only for use 
in.sachets. ‘The claim was for free en- 
try as a crude drug, under paragraph 
477. According to the testimony present- 
ed in behalf of the importers, the flow- 
ers, besides being used for sachets, are 
utilized in the preparation of tinctures, 
poultices, decoctions and in flavoring 
smoking tobacco.

Grape Leaves.

It was 
sold in transit and applied on the sales 
when it arrived. It was of good quality. 
Fresh offerings were nil. On the quick 
advance in Duluth prices today some of- 
ferings were looked for, but failed to de- 
velop. Markets on this side are favor- 
able for the importation of clean seed, 
but when the shipper has to pay duty on 
dirty seed the margin of profit disap- 
pears. 

Elevator stocks at Duluth increased 
liberally during the week and are much 
heavier than they were a year ago. Min- 
neapolis stocks did not increase much. 

Advices concerning the country move- 
ment generally indicate very little sell- 
ing by the farmers in spite of the high 
range of prices. Scattered lots are be- 
ing picked up, but shippers are unable 
to make up full carloads to consign. The 
bulk of the movement is over for the 
season and with farmers bullish on all 
grains, there is little to expect in the 
way of fresh deliveries of importance in 
the near future. 

The sharp upturn in prices was specu- 
lative amd rather surprising in the face 
of the liberal offerings of Argentine seed 
at low prices. Offerings to local crush- 
ers today were as low as $1.77. delivered 
New York. Of course the seed could not 
be brought to the Northwest to apply on 
futures here as it is specified tha tcon- 
tract seed must be Northwestern grown. 
However, the Argentine competition 
would naturally give the Eastern crush- 
ers the advantage in oil competition and 
all things considered, it was rather sur- 
prising that the speculators would over- 
look that fact and drive prices upward. 
So far as known no Argentine seed has 
been bought for shipment to Minneapolis 
mills, but some round lots were taken 
fer delivery at Eastern plants. No round 
lots of Canadian seed have been offered 
to arrive here as yet. 


LINSEED OIL. 


Aside from the nervousness manifested 
by some of the buyers there was little 
feature to the market. Spot sales were 
scattering and moderate, most of the oil 
being taken by jobbers. Interest in de- 
ferred was more general, but the buyers 
were very reluctant to make any book- 
ings at the advance. A few of them 
came in for small amounts. Crushers 
are mainly independent and feel that the 
oil buyers will be forced into the market 
shortly if they intend to do any busi- 
ness at all this year. Most of them are

Hearing on Development of Dyestuffs 
Industry. 


Washington, Jan. 7, 1916. 


An opportunity is to be presented on 
Friday, January 14, for manufacturers 
of dyestuffs and all who are interested 
in the development of the dyestuffs in- 
dustry of the country to be heard be- 
fore the Committee on Ways and Means 
of the House on the general proposition 
of what should be done to develop the 
dyestuffs industry and particularly with 
reference to the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Hill, of Connecticut, intend- 
ed to make substantial increases in the 
duties on certain intermediates which 
enter into the production of dyes, and 
placing on the free list certain acids 
and other ingredients of dyestuffs. This 
hearing has been called at the request 
of Representative Hill, of Connecticut, 
and the Committee on Ways and Means 
has promised to give attention to the 
facts as they may be disclosed at the 
hearing. Chairman Kitchin of the com- 
mittee has expressed much interest in 
what may be brought out and it is ex- 
pected that the hearing will be one of 
the most interesting that has been given 
before @ committee of Congress on any 
industrial question in a long time. 

In stating what he is seeking to ac- 
complish, Representative Hill says that 
he was moved to introduce his bill be- 
cause of the showing made by the com- 
mittee headed by Bernard C. Hesse, 
chairman, on behalf of the American 
Chemical Association, in November, 1914, 
and his bill is based upon the conclu- 
sions reached by that committee. Mr. 
Hill has been in consultation with the 
members of this committee and has cor- 
responded with most of the manufactur- 
ers of dyestuffs and representatives of 
the textile industry in an effort to ascer- 
tain what best be done to develop the 
industry in this country. 

According to the present plans, Repre- 
sentative Hill has charge of sending out 
notices to parties who are interested and 
who may appear at the hearing. The 
committee of the American Chemical 
Company, consisting of Bernard C. 
Hesse, J. B. F. Herreshoff, H. A. Metz, 
I. F. Stone, D. W. Jayne, J. M. Matthews 
and Allen Rogers, will be asked to lead 
in the discussion before the Ways and 
Means Committee in presenting the situ- 
ation as they understand it from the 
basis of the report they made last No- 


vember, 

It is expected that manufacturing 
chemists, dyestuffs producers and tex- 
tile manufacturers will also be heard be- 
fore the committee. The list is not yet 
made up and probably will not be until 
a day or two before the hearing.

Saturday Noon, Jan. 8, 1916. 


This is a quiet period for most of the 
materials of the paint market and the 
present week has lived up to this repu- 
tation. Considerable interest has been 
shown in some cases owing to the 
position of certain materials. In the 
first place, linseed oil may be men- 
tioned as an item in which buyers have 
been interested, as values are going 
steadily upwards. AS many large con- 
sumers are not covered ahead, the rise 
in prices is causing speculation re- 
garding the extent of the rise. The 
shipping situation is important in the 
oil market, as it curtails shipments of 
Argentine seed to this country and high 
ocean freights make this seed more 
costly to crushers. China wood oil, 
soya bean and corn oils also are very 
firmly held and the oil situation in gen- 
eral is strong. Pig lead was advanced 
in price during the interval and white 
lead and the other lead pigments sold 
at a premium of one-quarter cent per 
pound over the prices in effect a week 
ago. In addition to the uncertainty of 
pig lead, corroders are at sea‘ owing to 
the difficulty in obtaining supplies of 
acetic acid, and this creates an uncer- 
tain market for the pigments. The zinc 
pigments are firmly established at the 
levels announced some time ago, but 
there were sales in the spot market by 
second hands at higher prices than are 
asked by producers. Dry colors are 
affected by the fluctuations in raw ma- 
terials and many of the colors cannot 
be quoted at definite prices. Naphthas 
were among the materials which were 
marked up in price during the week 
and the feature of the materials mar- 
ket may be said to consist in the up- 
ward movement of prices for many 
selections. Sulphate of copper is now 
held at record prices and makers of 
paris green are not quoting on that 
product. Bichromates and prussiates 
also were firmer this week, and most of 
the chemicals which are used in the 
paint trade are going up in price. 
Spirits of turpentine were stronger 
both at primary points and in the lo- 
cal market. A review of the linseed 
oil and naval stores markets will be 
found on pages 21 and 23, respectively. 
On page 12 there is a complete re- 
port on the flaxseed situation. A report 
on alcohol will be found under the drug 
market. Comment on the important

LEAD, ‘ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 


PIG LEAD.—Good inquiry was 
ported for lead this week and this 
plies both to home wants and to ex- 
ports. Some round lots were in de- 
mand and the market was firm at all 
times. Prices moved to higher levels, 
following an advance of $2 per ton at 
the close of last week. This made the 
price at the beginning of the week 
5.50c. per pound, but this soon gave 
way to another advance, making the 
price 5.75c. per pound, and on Friday 
sellers were asking 5,90c. per pound. 
The market was firm at the advance 
and many predict that further rises 
will be in order. 


WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—In the middle of the week lead- 
ing corroders announced a revision in 
their selling prices, influenced by 
higher prices for the metal. Dry white 
lead was advanced one-quarter cent 
per pound and the inside figure now is 
64%4c. per pound. This price was very 
firm at the close of the week and it is 
intimated that higher prices may be 
effective in the early part of next week. 
White lead in oil also was subjected to 
a rise of one-quarter cent per pound, 
and is now firm at 7%c. per pound in 
round lots. Smaller lots in the case of 
the pigment, dry and in oil, are higher 
accordingly. Acetic acid, which is im- 
portant in corroding lead, is very 
searce at present and future supplies 
are in doubt. This adds to the uncer- 
tainty regarding the pigments and the 
week closed with all white selections 
in a firm position with further ad- 
vances probable 

WHITE LEAD 
PHATE).—Sellers of basic sulphate 
were accepting business at 6c. per 
pound in the first half of the week, but 
on Wednesday the price was advanced 
to 64c. per pound and upwards on a 
quantity basis. The situation in this 
market is similar to that reported for 
basic carbonate, and it is believed in 
some quarters that the present prices 
will not hold good for long. Demand 
for white lead of all grades has not 
been active, but it may be classed as 
seasonable and for the month of De- 
cember sales were ahead of the corre- 
sponding period of the previous year. 


RED LEAD.—Bids were opened on 
January 4 calling for 60,000 pounds of 
red lead for delivery at Philadelphia. 
The low bid was on a basis of 7.75c. 
per pound. The market for red lead 
is very firm at present owing to the 
position of the metal, and sellers are 
quoting 7'4c. per pound and upward, 
according to quantity.

The 
market has been rather quiet this 
week from the standpoint of trading. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—At the begin- 
ning of the week the quotation for 
orange mineral was 9c. per pound, but 
at the close the market had been ad- 
vanced to 9%c. per pound as a mini- 
mum price. Very little foreign orange 
mineral is coming to this country and 
the increased demand for domestic of- 
ferings combined with increased costs 
of production made it necessary to re- 
vise the selling prices. 

SPELTER.—The spelter market has 
been slow: throughout the interval. The 
quotation at New York for prompt 
shipment is given at 17.30c. per pound, 
and St. Louis quotes 17%c. per pound. 
Zinc ore was offered at Joplin at $100@ 
116 per ton. Producers of spelter are 
Said to be sold up over the next two 
months, but some sales are reported 
for the first quarter of the year at 14c. 
per pound. 


ZINCS.—No new features are re- 
ported in the market for zine oxide, 


but there is a scarcity of offerings in 
the spot market and second hands are 
said to have quoted lic. per pound for 
American process zinc oxide. Most of 
the consumers are now covered on 
contracts, but the amounts allotted to 
the various consumers have been fig- 
ured on their actual demand for the 
past year. Quotations on foreign zinc 
oxide have been heard at 26c, per 
pound, but stocks are not large and 
sellers are quoting subject to previous 
sale, 

The contract price for the first half 
of next year has been fixed at 8%@S87Kc. 
per pound for American zine 
oxide. The range in price is according 
to quantity, and the lowest figure ap-

plies to fifty-ton lots. Selected offer- 
ings of American process zinc oxide 
are quoted at 94%@%%c, per pound. 


Leaded zincs are held at 634@6%c. per

BLACKS. 

Firm conditions are reported in the 
market for lampblack, and with pro- 
ducing costs on a higher scale there 
are no chances for an easing off in the 
quotations for the color. Quotations are 
established on a basis of quality and 
the range is from 5%c. to lic. per 
pound, but some special grades are 
held at still higher figures. Carbon 
gas blacks are also well maintained, 
with the inside price given at 7c. per 
pound f. o. b. shipping points. Min- 
eral blacks show no new developments 
and are quoted at $18@25 per ton. 

BLUES. 

Yellow prussiate of potash was ad- 
vanced again this week and offerings 
are small. This makes the situation in 
the potash blues still more complicated 
and no definite prices can be quoted 
for Prussian blue or kindred grades. 
Sellers will make a price on specific 
inquiry where the amounts are defined, 
but no open price at which buyers can 
operate freely can be given, and pro- 
ducers say the market is entirely nom- 
inal. The prospects for the future are 
also indefinite, for while prussiate of 
soda is being substituted for potash in 
making these colors, the former also is 
in limited supply and was higher in

Philadelphia Petroleum Exports. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 6, 1916. 
Exports of petroleum from the port for 
the year ending Friday last totaled 148,- 


032,028 gallons, a heavy falling off as 
compared with the year 1914, when they 
totaled 189,419,763 gallons. Thus far this 
week no petroleum laden vessels have 
cleared from the port. 

The following vessels are either load- 
ing or are under charter to load cargoes 
of oil here for foreign ports:—Steamers 
Atlantic Sun, Communipaw, Lux, Moreni 
and Tonawanda, which will load bulk 
cargoes, largely for British ports; the 
ship Svalen, which will take out 12,000 
barrels; bark Storegut, which will load 
14,000 barrels; bark Storegrund, which 
will load 12,000 barrels; bark Spica, to 
load 5,500 barrels, all for ports in the 
United Kingdom, and the schooner Fred- 
eric A. Duggan, to load 5,000 barrels for 
the Bay of Biscay. 





Embargo Raised on Shipments of 
Logwood from Jamaica. 


Advices were received here on Friday 
to the effect that the Governor of Ja- 
maica had issued a notice removing the 
embargo recently placed on shipments 
of iogwood, logwood chips and logwood 
extract. This is regarded as important 
in the dye trade, as the market for log- 
wood has been very unsettled owing to 
uncertainty about securing supplies from 
Jamaica, and this material is badly need- 
ed at present.’ It is expected that ship- 
ments from British Honduras also will 


be permitted from now on.

Arguments for the Bartles Oil Com- 
pany, St. Paul, were made a few days 


ago before the Minnesota Supreme 
Court concerning the validity of the 
oil inspection law. Assistant Attorney- 


General Stevenson made arguments for 
the State. The oil company is fighting 
against the paying of about $1,000 in oil 
inspection fees due in 1914 on the 
ground that the amount of the fees col- 
lected so overbalances the amount of 
actual inspection costs in the State that 
the inspection fee is virtually a tax on 
interstate commerce. On the decision 
of the court will rest the validity of the 
inspection law.

Soap and Soap Powders Rate Com- 
plaint. 


Washington, Jan. 7, 1916. 

There has been filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission a complaint of 
the J. B. Williams Company, manufac- 
turers of soap and soap powders, etc., at 
different points in Connecticut, against 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
road amd other earriers, rail and water, 
involving rates on soap and soap pow- 
ders from Connecticut points to Southern 
points. The claim is made in this com- 
piaint that overcharges, as compared 
with competing shippers, of 100 to 150 per 
cent. has been made by these carriers as 
a result of valuations and classifications 
Violation of the Interstate Commerce law 
on the ground of discrimination in such 
overcharges is the essence of the com- 
plaint 


Sulfothyol Admitted Duty Free. 


Washington, Jan. 7, 1916. 

In a communication addressed to the 
Collector of Customs at New York the 
freasury Department approves of the 
policy adopted in the New York office, 
with reference to the classification and 
duty on a preparation designated as sul- 
fothyol. The New York collector asked 
the department for advice in view of the 
variations in practice between New York 
and saltimore In the latter custom 
house the classification was 20 per cent. 
ad valorem as a chemical compound un- 
der paragraph 17 of the present tariff 
law. New York classified the preparation 
as free of duty under paragraph 561 for 
ichthyol oil. The department in thus ad- 
visine the New York office of its approval 
of its classification, calls attention to va- 
rious decisions and to the action of the 
New York appraiser in holding the mer- 
chandise as ammonium §sulfoichyolate, 
and for reasons based upon other Treas- 
ury decisions, the preparation is to be ad- 
mitted freeof duty under paragraph 561.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 

CHINA WOOD OIL.—The market for 
wood oil has been firmer this week. 
Offerings in the spot market are small 
and stocks afloat are said to be com- 
paratively small. Some oil is said to 
be coming in by way of Pacific coast 
ports. The inside price for wood oil 
was quoted this week at 9%4c. per 
pound, but on small lots up to 9%c. 
per pound has been quoted. The ship- 
ping situation from the Far East is 
still very complicated and transporta- 


tion charges are high, with tonnage 
scarce. 
COCONUT OIL.—Demand was dull 


throughout the week and prices here 
did not move in sympathy with for- 
eign markets. In London operators 
advanced the market for Ceylon coco- 
nut oil, January-February shipment, 
to £55 5s. per ton, which compares 
with £52 per ton a week ago. The 
arrival of 277 packages of coconut oil 
was noted during the interval and 
this brought out some re-sale stock, 
which changed hands at concessions. 
Spot Ceylon oil sold early in the week 
as low as 11%c. per pound, and at the 
close prices were wholly nominal, 
ranging from i12c. to 13c. per pound, 
according to seller. Ceylon oil for for- 
ward shipment was firmer, 12%c. being 
the general asking price at the close. 
Consumers showed no interest in the 
market, believing that the situation 
may improve by the time that they 
will have to take hold. The shipping 
situation is a bullish factor. It is re- 
ported that stocks of oil at primary 
centers are fairly large, but the 
searcity of freight room has held up 
shipments, and supplies under way are 
sub-normal. The copra market ad- 
vanced to £35 5s. per ton, c. i. f. Mar- 
seilles, which compares with £32 per 
ton qa week ago. New York represent- 
atives of Manila producers were not 
openly offering any supplies, but it 
was stated that bids might be consid- 
ered on the basis of 12c. per pound, 
forward shipment. Sales of jobbing 
quantities of. domestic made Cochin oil 
were reported at l5ic., while the gen- 
uine Cochin oil held around 15%c, on 
spot, and 13c. for forward delivery. 
Included in the week’s importations 
were 7,888 bags of Philippine copra. 


CORN OIL.—There were two ten- 
point advances in the market for crude 
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corn oil, which brought the closing 
price to $8.05 per 100-pounds for car 
lots, in cooperage, or $7.60 in tank cars.

GULF COAST OIL FIELDS. 


Houston, Tex., Jan. 1, 1916. 
Credit balance quotations were advanced in 
all Coastal fields in December except Edgerly, 
which was left unchanged at 50 cents a bar- 


rel. Changes by the different companies were 
as follows:— 
The Texas Company, December 20—Vinton 


crude advanced 10c. a barrel from 60c. to 70c.; 
Sour Lake, 10c. a barrel, from 50c. to @c.; 
Humble, 10c. a barrel, from SOc, to 60c. 

The Sun Pipe Line Company, December 22— 
Spindletop, Sour Lake, Humble, Dayton, Bat- 
son and Saratoga all advanced 10c. a barrel, 
from S0c. to 60c. 

The Gulf Pipe Line Company, December 23— 
Spindletop crude advanced 15c, a barrel, from 

to 65c.; Sour Lake, 10c. a barrel, from 
50c. to 60c.; Humble, 10c. a barrel, from 50c. 
to 60c.; Batson, 10c. a barrel, from 50c. to 
60c.; Saratoga, 10c. a barrel, from 50c. to 60c.; 
Jennings, 10c, a barrel, from 50c, to @0c.; Vin- 
ton, 10c. a barrel, from 50c. to 60c.; Edgerly, 
unchanged at 50c. 

Most of the contracts expired December 31, 
1915, but so far no reports of new contracts 
having been made at the old prices cf 50c. 
@0c. and Tic. are in evidence. The independent 
producers are either storing their own oil or 
running it into the different lines and paying 
storage on it. They are insisting on $1 a 
barrel, and then only for three months. An 
effort is being made to prevail upon the pipe 
line companies to abolish the contract system 
and return to the credit balance method of 
buying. While all of the companies post credit 
balance prices for crude at the wells, 95 per 
cent. of the coastal trade is bought under 
contract. With the big slump in Humble crude 
of the last few days, it is more than likely 
that if the independents can keep their organ- 
ization from breaking they will be partially 
able to dictate terms to the pipe line com- 
panies. 

Within the past few days representatives of 
both Eastern and “Western marketing concerns 
have been looking the situation over in the 
Gulf Coast fields. The Crew-Levick Company 
is reported to have had a man looking over 
the situation with a view to shipping coastal 
crude to its plant at Philadelphia. Thomas 
O'Donnell, of the Doheny interests, was also in 
Houston and other points the middle of De- 
cember sizing up the lay of the land. 

At the close of 1915 there were a number of 
prospects for new fields showing in some of 
the wildcat territory. At Damon Mound, in 
Brazoria county, it looked as if the Texas Ex- 
ploration Company might have a well in its 
test in the center of a 1,000-acre tract on the 
north side of the dome. The location Is 
twelve miles northwest of West Columbia in 
the A. Darst league. H. T. Staiti and E. F. 
Simms are the principal stockholders in the 
company, Mr, Staiti was the man who brought 
in Markham and Staiti & Simms discovered 
the sulphur mine at Freeport, now operated by 
the Swenson interests. An air of mystery has 
been thrown around the operations at Damon 
Mound. For some time the derrick has been 
surrounded by a high board fence with barb- 
wire entanglements on the outside in modern 
warfare style. On December 29, it was re- 
ported that the well broke loose and flowed 
for 35 minutes, making considerable oil and 
water with a large volume of gas. Scouts from 
all the large companies immediately flocked to 
the location. It is reported that the hole was 
drilled to 2,200 feet, the last 1,000 feet being 
in salt, when it was decided to pull back and 
develop a shallow stratum at about 740 feet. 
It is thought when the casing was perforated 
at this depth the well got away from the 
owners and started to flow. The locality has 
been prospected for a number of years, pre- 
vious drilling having been on the top of the 
dome. The presence of ‘salt does not condemn 
it as a shallow oil field, as Spindletop dome 
is also underlaid with salt. As the company 
controls several thousand acres near the well, 
there is not much danger from troublesome 
neighbors. 

In the same county—Brazoria—the Producers’ 
Oil Company has been drilling for nearly two 
years at West Columbia, where it is thought 
that there must be excellent prospects or the 
company would not stick to it so long.

And this is going to mean more oil just 
as sure as history is in the habit of re- 
peating itself.

Under the stimulus of an advancing mar- 
ket this has been increased to 200,000 bar- 
rels a day. That means more than appears 
at first. Supposing there had been no 
increase in production outside of Cushing 
the past four months. What would be the 
effect today? A shortage of 90,000 barrels a 


day more than at present. So, while Cush- 
ing has been going off 200,000 barrels a day, 
the rest of the field has gained 90,000 bar- 
rels, reducing the actual slump to about 
110,000 barrels a day. 

Every new well makes Augusta, Kan., 
look more like a big oil field. Blackwell 
still holds its great possibilities, if the 
drillers ever get the ‘‘formation in hand.”

8-inch line from its Copan tank far to Black- 


well, a distance of eighty miles. 
Nineteen hundred and fifteen was a banner 
year in Kansas oil inspection. “More kerosene 


and gasoline were inspected than in any other 
year. The inspector’s report shows 1,233,080 
barrels, of which 631,481 barrels were gasoline 
and 601,500 were kerosene, against 465,686 bar- 
rels of gasoline and 440,776 barrels of kero- 
sene in 1914. The inspection fees amounted 
to $123,308, as compared with $89,990 in 1914, 
a gain of $33,318 over the previous year. The 
year 1914 gained only $9,750 over 1913. This 
has been the common experience in all States, 
and is competent reply to those Congressmen 
who are insisting upon an investigation of 
gasoline prices. Compare this increase with 
the almost inconsequential increase in the 
production of crude,

Field Work in the Cherokee. 


Untested acreage between old pools in the 
Cherokee is being drilled in the hope that new 
pools will be found. It is a safe conclusion 
that territory that was dry when the Cherokee 
was first drilled over, may now be profitably 
productive, Since wells that did not have a 
drop of oil in them when drilled, later became 
productive, it is quite conclusive that oil is 
migratory. This is the only way to explain 
the presence of oil today where dry holes were 

















drilled some years ago Thus we find a test 
drilling in the southwest of the northeast of 

23-14, several miles northeast of the new 
Vera pool. It would not be in the least sur- 
prising if it would find oil. A mile south, 
three-quarters of a mile east and two miles 
southwest are dry holes, but these may only 


help, The test stands a good chance of being 
a producer, There is a large stretch of terri- 
tory between Vera and Bartlesville, and a lot 
of drillable land between the deep and shallow 
sand districts yet to be: drilled.

The royalty oil, 
if the Indian agent so decides, shall be stored 
in tanks so to take advantage of a rising 
market; the operator is made wholly respon- 
sible for payment for the royalty oil, no mat- 
ter to whom the Indian sells. The operator 
must pay $100 for each and all locations on 
agricultural lands, and $35 where the land is 
not tillable; and $10 per site for tanks; and 
if he gets a gas well he must immediately 
notify the Indian and the gas lessee and shut 
the well in at once. 

Things oleoginously are done so much dif- 
ferently than they used to be. In Northern 
Pawnee county, six miles west of the Boston 
pool in the Osage, a geologist has ‘‘defined’’ 
a ‘“‘dome.’’ He is ‘‘dead sure’’ there is oil 
beneath the surface. Two wells have been 
started and one owner of an eighty-acre tract 
refused $10,000 for a lease, saying he would 
not take $25,000 for it. And yet there is no 
producing well within miles. 

Over 1,100 wells were drilled in Kansas and 
Oklahoma in December, a gain of about 200 
completions over November. It is probable 
1,300 completions will be recorded in January. 
This promises to be a year of great activity 
in every branch of the industry.

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CALIFORNIA 


California starts out the new year with more 
optimism ameng the oil men than has been 
shown at any time during the last two years. 
It is justified, since a decided shortage in light 
oil products is being shown at the end of each 
sucessive month, and to encourage the produc 
tion of light oil two advances have been made 
recently. rhe advances have favored light oil. 
The oil stocks during the past year have been 


decreased over a miilion barrels. The produc- 


tion for 1915 in California is estimated at 
89,800,000, or a decrease over last year’s total 
of 102,881,907 barrels of 13,000 barrels. The 
shipments for 1915, although less than the 1914 
total, were in proportion to the production for 
the year much more favorable. 

Oil Prices Advanced. 


The prices of all grades of oil were raised 
last week for new contracts, The growing 
shortage of light oil products is given as the 
reason for the advance. A new basis of buy- 
ing oil was inaugurated at the same time. The 
advance ranges from 3 to 6 cents on the aver- 
age, the mean average being about 5 cents. 
The new basis for buying oil is an increase of 
1 cent a barrel for every increase in gravity of 
one full degree above a certain stipulated grav- 
ity, varying according to the field. In both 
the San Joaquin Valley and Whittier-Fullerton 
fields the main oil district of the south, this 
certain stipulated gravity is 18 degrees. In 
Venttra county it is 25 degrees. 

In the San Joaquin Valley the price for 14 to 
17.9 gravity oil is 43 cents a barrel, heretofore 
40 cents being the price offered for oil of that 
gravity. The price for 18 gravity up to and 
including 18.9 gravity in this same field is now 
44 cents, according to the new Standard Oil 
schedule, and for each increase in gravity of 
one ful] degree above 18 gravity, 1 cent per 
barrel additional is offered.

During the consideration of the reso- 
lution a point was raised by Senato 
Walsh, of Montana, whether it would 
not b wise to add to the resolution an 
inquiry covering this point, ‘“‘What fields 
are now unproductive or limited in thei: 
production because of deficiencies in the 
laws in relation to the disposition of 
public lands containing deposits of oil 
and what areas have been withdrawn 
ptheir entry to itwait action by Con- 
gress?’ This amendment was accepted 
by Mr. McCumber and the Senate passed 
the resolution as thus amended. In dis- 
cussing the matter briefly before the 
Senate, Mr. McCumber called attention 
to the general situation as to the oil pro- 
duction during 1915 as brought out by 
the Geological Survey estimates, and he 
also discussed the exports and domestic 
consumption. He added the following 
comment: 

Thus it wil! be seen that the production of 
1915 as estimated was considerably in excess 
of the production of the previous year; that 
the crude petroleum held in reserve was very 
much higher than in previous years, and that 
at the present time it amounts to the enormous 
sum of 220,000,000 barrels. During 1915 the 
export of petroleum was very much less than 
during the previous year, and notwithstanding 
all of this it seems that petroleum has al- 
most doubled in value within the past two or 
three months 

Now, there may be some very valid reason 
for this that is not indicated in the report 
If our fields are about to p'ay out the Amer- 
ican people ought to know something about it 
as speedily as possible. If this rise is due to 
some understanding or combination, irrespec- 
tive of the amount of production, we are equal 
ly entitled to information unon that subejct. 

I have made the resolution as broad as pos 
sible to secure information that will enable 
us to determine ourselves the cause of the very 
sudden rise in the cost of an article so uni- 
versally used by the American people 

A brief reference to the subject was 
made by Senator Clark, of Wyoming, 
who expressed the opinion that the Secre- 
tary of the. Interior will be abie to _fur- 
nish much information on the subject 
and he thought an inquiry also should

achiote or annatto seed, which have 
been sent to the Bureau of Foreign and 


Domestic Commerce by Consul-General 
F. W. Goding, at Guayaquil, are now be- 
ing exhibited in the local branch of that 
bureau, in the New York Custom House, 
and may be examined by any and all per- 


sons interested in these articles. 

The sample of orchilla, which is a 
lichen or fibrous moss, known as _ roc- 
cella tinctoria and rocella_ fuciformis, 
from which the _ coloring substances, 
article is found in large quantities on 
pale greenish-gray hue. This moss-like 
artcile is found in large quantities on 


the trees on the coast of Ecuador and the 
Galapagos Islands as well as on _ the 
rocks near the sea in the Madeira Islands, 
Canary ard Cape Verde Islands, Konogo, 
Sardinia and Minoroa Islands, the Le- 
vant, Sweden, southern coast of England, 


Malaga coast of India and in the Mag- 
dalena Bay of Lower California. In 
Ecuador, this plant is made up of many 
flat, thin branches, four to six inches 
long, more than a quarter of an inch 
broad and covered with powdery warts 
It grows abundantly on the trunks and 
branches of all forest trees on a strip 
of country two miles wide extending 
along the coast from Santa Flena to 


Playas and to a less extent for some dis- 
tance up the Guayas River. It also grows 
still more abundantly on several of the 
Galapagos Islands, some 700 miles off the 
coast, but is never found on rocks in 
America.

Linseed Oil Freight Rate Complaint. 


Washington, Jan. 7, 1916. 

A complaint has been filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission by W. P. 
Fuller & Co., of San Francisco, regard- 
ing rates on linseed oil and kindred prod- 
ucts from Eastern points to San Fran- 
cisco. The complaint is directed against 
transcontinental rates and their connec- 


tions and involves alleged overcharges On 
shipments of linseed oil from Minneapolis 
in tank cars due to varying charges and 
weights of the commodity. The commis- 
sion is asked to investigate and make the 
desired corrections in the charges, and 
also grant reparation.

Mercury Bichloride Sales Bill. 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 8, 1916. 
Senator Gilcrist, of Brooklyn, has intro- 
duced a bill in the Legislature amending 
the public health law by inserting a new 
section providing that no person shall sell 
or offer for sale at retail, bichloride of 
mercury in the dry form, except in tab- 


lets of a particularly distinctive form and 
color, labeled poison upon each tablet, 
and dispensed in a sealed glass con- 
tainer of a distinctive design amd color, 
also labebed poison, in red letters. 


Palm Kernel, Corn Oil and Soap Stock 
and Fertilizer Material Freight Issues. 


Washington, Jan. 7, 1916. 

Applications filed by several railroads 
throughout the country for the right to 
ignore the fourth section of the imnter- 
state commerce law in making rates, 
have been approved by the commission 
with the reservation that the propose 
rates when installed by the carriers shall 
be subject to complaint, investigation and 
correction, 

The Illinois Central road obtains per- 
mission to ignore the fourth section on 
shipments of palm kernel oil in iron con- 
tainers from New Orleans to Kansas City 


at 33 cents, to St. Paul at 45 cents and 
proportionate rates to intermediate 
points. 

The carriers in the Southwest obtain 


permission to make rates on corn oil and 
corn cil soap stock from Memphis to 
various destinations at rates correspond- 
ing to those granted on cottonseed oil and 
cottonseed oil soap stock. 

Approvat is also given carriers in the 
Southwest to make rates ranging from 
$4.60 to $4.95 per ton on fertilizer material 
of various kinds in carloads of minimum 
weight, 50,000 pounds, from the Cincinnati 
and Louisville group to South Carolina 
points. 





Harrison Law Decision Indorsed. 


Washington, Jan. 7, 1916. 

Upon further consideration by the of- 
ficials of the Treasury Department to the 
controverted questions regarding Treas- 
ury decisions 2,213 and 2,244, involving de- 
tails of the Harrison anti-narcotic law, at- 
tention is called by the officials of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau to the receipt in 
that oftice from high class physicians and 
medical organizations in the country of 
communications emphatically indorsing 
the position taken by the Internal Rev- 
enue office and the Treasury Department 
in the matter of refilling prescriptions, 
which was denied in Treasury decision 
2,213. 

These communications from medical 
men and organizations take the position 
that the authorizing of the refilling of 
prescriptions containing even minimum 
quantities of narcotic drugs would do 
more to encourage the drug habit than 
any other action that might be taken 
under the law. They protest, also, against 
the continuation of the exemption in sec- 
tion 6 of the law, and say that next to 
permitting the refilling of prescriptions, 
the indiscriminate sale of medicinal com- 
pounds containing habit forming quanti- 
ties of these drugs is a weak feature of 
the law and will be helpful in encourag- 
ing the forming of drug habits among the 
people, 

The department officials decline to make 
public the mames of the organizations and 
physicians who take this position, be- 
cause the communications were addressed 
to the department without any intimation 
that a public discussion of the matter is 
desired.

As usual during the inven- 
tory period at the outset of the year, 
purchasing operations on the part of 
domestic consumers have been greatly 
contracted, but buying by foreign users 
of narcotics, anaesthetics, disinfect- 
ants, anodynes and analgesics has con- 
tinued to reach fairly large proportions 
and has served to keep the market 
moderately active. 

A pronounced shortage in quicksilver, 
due to a lack of arrivals from the 
Pacific coast, in consequence of a halt- 
ing of its movement eastward during 


an unusually severe rainy season in 
that section of the country, at a time 
when all supplies from Spain, Italy 


and Austria have also ceased to reach 
here, has carried the prices asked for 
this liquid metal to record-breaking 
levels and, unless some relief from the 
existing scarcity is soon forthcoming, it 
is feared that there will be a famine 
in this commodity and a resultantly 


sensational soaring of quotations to 
prohibitive figures. 
In addition to the marking up of 


prices for the articles mentioned above, 
there have also been advances in ni-

The developments of the past week in the 
fertilizer trade were without special signifi- 
cance, if a slight rise in one of the crude ma- 
terials be excepted, the advance being due to 
a rather more active movement, which was 
promptly taken advantage of by the sellers to 
stiffen their quotations. The time is not yet 
at hand, however, when the manufacturers of 
mixtures are compelled to go actively into the 
market for crude material, and a waiting atti- 
tude is still maintained. On the other hand, it 
cannot be said that anything in the trade dur- 
ing the past week has tended to lessen the 
feeling of encouragement and even of optimism 
which had taken definite shape of late. The 
indications have lost none of their promising 
aspects, and continue to point in the direction 
of fairly liberal requirements in the way of 
mixtures when once the movement for them 
gets under way.

Acetate of soda is higher 
and the same is true of practically all 
soda compounds. Bichromate of soda 
is steadily advancing, and this applies 
both to spot and futures. The tin prod- 
ucts were marked up at the beginning 
of the month. All the wood and veg- 
etable extracts are firm, and prices are 
on the upward trend. Prussiate, both 
soda and potash, were advanced this 
week, and stocks are light. Starch and 
dextrine are maintained at higher price 
levels. Gambier was a little easier, 
with shipments on the way. Detailed 
reports on the various items of the lo- 
ca! market follow: 

ACETATE OF SODA.—This material 
sold at high prices this week, and the 
upward tendency of prices does not 
seem to be checked, as important raw 


materials are high in price and very 
unsettled. Market prices for acetate 
of soda are 10%@l1l1c per-pound. 
BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—At the be- 
ginning of the month higher prices 
were announced for bichloride of tin. 


Strength in the metal has been reflect- 
ed in practically all the tin compounds, 
and the price as quoted for the greater 
part of last. month was merely nominal 
The present quotation is $14 per 100 
pounds for 50 degrees. Tin crystals also 
were marked up at the beginning of 
the month, and are now quoted at 28% 
@32ec. per pound. 

ANILINE OIL,—Some consumers of 
aniline oil are receiving deliveries 
against old contracts, and some of these 
contracts are said to have been placed 
on a sliding scale so that the price on 
1916 deliveries comes down sto 1l5dc. per 
pound. Other contracts range up t 
60c. per pound, and it is evident that 
the oil now passing to consumers has 
been sold at varying prices. The spot 
market is holding firm and offerings 
have not increased in volume to the 
extent many had expected. Quotations 
this week for spot goods were $1@1.10 
per pound. 

BICHROMATES. sichromate of 
potash is moving slowly, but offerings 
are light, and there is no let up to the 


strong tone of the market. Leading 
sellers are now quoting 46@47c. per 
pound. Bichromate of soda has sold at 


different prices on spot, as dealers who 
have had moderate amounts were let- 
ting them go on private terms, which 
ranged from 2l1c. to. 23c. per pound 
First hands are hot eager for business, 
and are quoting 25@26c. per pound. To- 


wards the close of the week it was 
doubtful if any seller would do better 
than 25c. Contracts were placed this 


week at 22\%4c. per pound, but later on 
this figure was withdrawn and sellers 
are not very eager for business at any 


price. They say that conditions sur- 
rounding raw materials are so unset- 


tled that it is impossible to figure ahead 
with any degree of accuracy, and it is 
a gamble to sell bichromate of soda 
over the balance of the year. There is 
good inquiry for soda, and considerable 
of this is said to come from foreign 
countries. 

CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all parts from Janu- 


ary 1 to November 9 were 3,821 tons, 
against 2,517 tons in 1914, and 2,300 
tons in 1913. Stocks of cutch in the 
local: market are light, with a wide 


range in prices, according to grade. The 
quotation. is 15@30c. per pound. 
DEXTRINE.—A market continues for 


all grades of dextrine. Prices are in- 
fluenced by scarcity of certain grades 
and by higher producing costs. Sellers 


quote dextrine, $3.05 in bags, $3.11 in 
barrels: special dark canary dextrine, 
$3.10 in bags, $3.21 in barrels; British 
gum, $3.25 in bags, $3.36 in barrels; 
Amidex, $3.25 in bags. These prices are 
per 100 pounds in car lots f. 0. b. New 
York. 

GAMBIER.—The spot market for 
gambier was a little easier this week. 
Demand has been quiet and consider- 
able stocks are said. to be afloat and 
destined to reach the local market dur- 
ing the month. Prices were as low as 
16c. per pound, but ranged up to 18c. 
Material was offered to arrive at 15@ 
16c. per pound, which would indicate 
that all the gambier afloat is not sold 
ahead. A report from the London mar- 


get says gambier is strong and dearer. 
On the spot the value is now 45s. to 46s., 
with sales thereat, while December- 
January shipment has sold up to 47s. 
ex quay terms—a rise of nearly 4s.; 
on ce. i, f. terms there are sellers at 46s. 
Cubes are also dearer again at 49s. per 
hundredweight c. i. f. term buyers of 
No. 2. 

INDIGO.—A report from a prominent 
London factor in the trade says we are 
now in a position to give more definite 
figures as to what the crops will make 
and what the probable supplies will be. 
Behar and Bengal will yield about 8,000 
maunds, almost exactly the same as last 
season. Although a large area of land 
was under cultivation, the bad weather 
during manufacture almost entirely de- 
stroyed the Khontees, and so much 
damaged the Morhun outturn that the 
whole of the expected increase was lost. 
The northwest provinces will yield about 
4,000 maunds, or about 2,000 to 3,000 
maunds more than last year. Here 
again a much larger increase was 
looked for and lost owing to the same 
causes. Supplies will, therefore, fall 
short of the original estimates, and 
must prove quite insufficient for the in- 
creased demand which is bound to come. 
A large part of the present crop will 
be wanted for the wants of India alone, 
and there are large mills in. Bombay 
which consume important quantities. 
Then again the Russian market has 
bought nothing here, owing to the ex- 
change and the difficulty of shipping, 
and it is probable that buying will be 
kept for the Calcutta season. Other con- 
suming countries will also probably be 
in the market, for we hear in all direc- 
tions of the urgent need of natural in- 
digo, as there is now no synthetic to 
fall back upon. It does not look likely, 
therefore, that much of the new crop 
will be shipped here, and many planters 
seem disposed to sell their crops in Cal- 
cutta, where good prices are obtainable, 
thus saving the risk of shipping and 
the time which must elapse before the 
indigo can arrive. The greater part of 
the earlier manufacture, amounting to 
about 300 chests, has been sold at prices 
ranging from about 600 to 700 rupees 
for fine quality, of which there does not 
appear to have been much. The re- 
mainder of the crop will be later than 
usual, owing to the difficulty of drying 
the indigo, due to the heavy rains. It 
is not possible to ship any quantity 
much before the middle of this month, 
and it would therefore be the end of 
March before London dock samples 
would be ready for valuation. The only 
source from which an appreciably larg- 
er crop will come forward is Madras, 
and there the crop is estimated at about 
8.000 chests, which, of course, includes 
Kurpah and Dry Leaf. There has been 
a good call for synthetic indigo in the 
local market and stocks are said to be 
on the way from China. Prices are 
quoted at $1.30@3 per pound, accord- 
ing to strength. Natural indigo is $1.75 
@5 per pound, according to grade. 

LOGWOOD.—Nothing new has arisen 
regarding the embargo of logwood from 
Jamaica and British Honduras. The 
market here is unsettled and logwood 
chips are reported to have been offered 
at 18c. to 30c. per pound, according to 
seller. This range in prices shows how 
unsettled the market is. Logwood ex- 
tract also is irregular and prices quoted 
have varied from 50c. per pound to 90c. 
per pound. 

PRUSSIATES.—yYellow prussiate of 
potash is more firmly held and some 
sellers are out of the market. The in- 
side price at present is given as 95c. 
per pound, with $1 asked by other sell 
ers. No offers are heard on red prussi- 
ate of potash. Prussiate of soda also is 
firmer, with supplies very light. Prices 
are 75c@76c. per pound. 

SUMAC.—Spot offers of sumac are 
restricted owing to the smallness of 
stocks. Prices are firm at $65 per ton, 
with shipments at $63 per ton. Ocean 
freights are high, and tonnage is 
scarce, which favors small shipments 
for the immediate future. Sumac ex- 
tract is 10%@l1l1c. per pound. 

STARCH.—AIll grades of starch are 
holding firm, with a steady delivery on 
contracts. Stocks of some grades are 
small, and this gives a strong tone to 
prices. Quotations are:—Pearl starch, 
$2.25 in bags, $2.36 in barrels; Buffalo 
pearl starch, $2.28 in bags, $2.38 in bar- 
rels: powdered starch, $2.30 in bags, 
$2.41 in barrels; corn starch, $2.43 in 
bags, $2.44 in barrels; special warp siz- 
ing starch, $2.35 in bags; confectioners’ 
T. B. starch, $2.85 in bags, $3.06 in bar- 
rels; finishing starch, $2.45 in bags; 
erystals T. B. starch No. 90 fluidity, 
$2.95 in bags, $3.16 in barrels. All 
above prices are per 100 pounds in car 
lots f. 0. b. New York. Smaller lots are 
higher accordingly. 

ZINC DUST.—First hands are deliv- 
ering on old orders, but are not in a 
position to take on much new business. 
The spot market is largely in control of 
second hands, who are asking 38@40c, 
per pound.
